My actes of last week brought me to the 
vates of the beautiful city, or in plain 
phrase, to the north depot of Vienna. The 
creat, Wide-Spreading city, of about three- 
quarters of a million people, lies on a level 
plane of the Danube; but none of it—un- 
less it be a few dimunitive abodes at the 
extreme limit of some straggling suberb— 
‘is within a long walk of the muddy gray 
stream of fact—the “blaue Donau” of 
song. A capacious swift canal from the 
river flows through the city, and in this 
canal the light draught steamers of the 
main stream arrive and depart. In it, too, 


agree with me that any further detail of 
facts would be superfluous. The working 
women are, of course, devoid of grace or 
daintiness of form; they are coarse and 
muscular—wearing.op Sundays the heavy 
boots of men. {[t is result of hard 
work and lifelong exposure to all weather ;

I left the gardens after a while, and 
walked down through the pretty village 
and out among the villas, set in b 
green, with orchards and bright colored 
dahlias and other flowers at either side. 
Allaround were green hills and the pure 
clear air, and I knew that in many respects 
the scene was lovlier and handsomer than 
the one far away, over which rolled and 
reverberated that very morning the sounds 
of the blessed church-going bells. I knew 
it was a sweet valley, but still something 
seemed out of tune. I could not quite 
think in Austria as the Austrians think—-the 
change being most too sudden for fixed 
habits of thought. 4 
_ Tcontioued my walk until I reached the 
imperial chateau of Schcenbrunn, in wiffch 
the son of the Austrian princess Marie 
Louisa, Napoleon IJ, who is better known 
as the Duke of Reichstadt, lived and died. 
The grounds are always open, and they are 
very handsome and very Frenchy—trees 
trimmed and clipped into solid walls of 
green or into various other symmetrical 
Shepes, precise plats of grass, and statuary 
without end. I took an open horse car, 
filled with pivotal chairs, back to the city ; 
and after dinner, walked up the broad 
Praterstrasse to 


THE PRATER, 


the immense park upon which they were 
then engaged. in preparing the buildings 
which are just now the talk of the whole 
civilized world. At the time of my visit, 
however, the Prater was not the universal 
centering point ; it was the resort of thou- 
sands, yes, tens of thousands of the poor 
and humble—the common laborer, the 
women in holiday dress who carry mortar 
during the week, and all who know what it 
is to literally earn their bread by the sweat 
of the brow. The Prater on such a Sun- 
day would make an angel of our ways i 
thinking, weep. The Austrian love for 
puppets, tinsel and theaters comes strongly 
outin at least a hundred cheap hurdy- 
gurdy entertainments which were in full 


respect for the weaker sex is shocked a 
hundred times a day in any continental 
city. I did not vividly realize the difference 
in the positions of women on the two sides 
of the sea, until I landed in New York. 
The American girl, conscious ot her power, 
secure in her position, manifests her supe- 
rior dignity in her very walk and inde-

, When I first visited it workmen were 


floated down the current from the foot of 
their far-away homes on Alpine hills. 

Just across the canal—for my hotel was: 
near its bank in the Leopoldstadt—we 
come to the inner or old city, the core of 
Vienna. It is about a mile in diameter, and 
a more densly populated circle of ground 
cannot readily be found. Great lofty 
buildings fill every available inch of it— 
and what a complication of interlaced 
streets, passages and alleys winds amon 
them! They resemble a bunch of snakes, 
especially if the narrow tunnel-like pas- 
sages that shorten the way between hun- 
dreds of points, be considered. Narrow, 
crooked and crowded as they are—oftener 
without sidewalks than with—yet the busi- 
ness is mainly. transacted in the limited 
space. Inthe midst of the tangle is the 
Bourse. I found my way into its gallery 
one day, to look on as crazy a scene as 
heart can wish. The great hall was full of 
apparent lunatics, while a brigade of curb- 
stone brokers hovered about the central 
hive, looking for a chance to gather un- 
earned florins. ‘The Viennese are said 
to be deep patrons of lotteries and fancy 
stocks. In the inner city, too, is the 
Graben which, with the adjacent streets, 
constitutes the fashionable retail quar- 
ter. Its shop windows glitter with 
diamond, and silks, and shawls from 
Cashmere or some other place. The deep 
dark streets of the old city are, in short, 
an inexplicable whirl of business activity. 

Right in the center of it all rises the 
eraceful spire of St. Stephens’ to the 
wondrous height of four hundred and fifty- 
three feet—holding high up before the 
plain gaze of the pleasure-loving people 
the beautiful emblem of hope in all 
seasons and under all circumstances. The 
church is a gloomy old Gothic edifice ~that 
was undergoing a thorough process of 
restoration to save it from utter ruin. 


noisely engaged in one chapel repairing the 
ravages of time, while in the adjoining 
chapel bells were tinkling, candles burn- 
ing and worshippers devoutly kneeling. 
St. Stephens’ is the fucal point of the city ; 
and although we cannot long lose sight of 
its spire, yet we can easily become bewil- 
dered in the tangled streets that start from 
its base. But we won’t be cast wie! long, 
for a circular street surrounds the old city, 
into which a little perseverance is sure to 
bring us— 
THE RINGSTRASSE. 

An imperial decree of 1858. leveled the 
ramparts that until then encircled the in- 
ner city, and replaced the disused cordon 
of war with a grand circling boulevard, 
over a hundred feet wide, and about three 
miles roundabout. I. had but a short 
bridge to cross from my hotel to reach this 
field of my preliminary Viennese work. 
At every block I was ready to exclaim, 
with certain enthusiastic young lady trav- 
elers, “Splendid!” Remember that it is 
new—containing no relics of less prosper- 
ous times; that the government offers un- 
asual inducements for the erection of fine 
buildings in the way of exemption from 
taxation; that it is the fashionable drive 

nd promenade of one of the gayest capi* 
tals in Europe. Walks, carriage ways 
and bridle paths run side by side, separated 
bv rows of trees. Little parks, as sweet as 
they are small, and the deep sunken Vien- 
na, creek are on the outside at the outset; 
on the inside are richly ornamented fresh- 
tinted glittering cafes and restaurants ; 

reat hotels of fashion ; palaces of prince 
or archduke ; public buildings of the rich- 
est and mpst substantial character, and 
then the grand Opera House, which is 
magnificence itself. Can it be possible, I 
caid to myself, that Parisian streets are 
handsomer ? The broad street sweeps past 
the old palace—where we should stop long 
enough to notice the equestrian statue of 
Prince Eugene of Saxony; past the elegant 


pendent bearing. 
CAFES AND RESTAURANTS 


are to be found in every part of the city. 
We can’t avoid notiewg them—in fact, it 
seems as if the people did nothing else ex- 
cept to eat, drink and besocial. This comes 
from the novelty of seeingso much open- 
air eating and drinking. The place that has 
the amplest shaded courtyard does the 
largest business. “But if there is no court- 
yard, little tables are placed under the 
street awning or in the shade of the front 
wall; and thus whatis hidden in our land, 
is done right before one’s eyes as he passes 
along the crowded walk. 

My hotel—the Gold’nes Lamm—was 
one of those high-priced places where cost 
and comfort are not fairly commensurate. 
After I had experienced one extravagant 
charge, I resolved not to eat a meal in the 
building, although I lodged in it nearly a 
week. Itis quite the rule in Vienna to do 
so; for no city—not even Paris—is equally 
well supplied with excellent feeding places, 
which are resorted to by all, ladies as well 
as gentlemen. In the morning I crossed 
the canal to a cafe where I could get a cup 
of excellent coffee, aroll and an egg—noth- 
ing more. At thebetter ones I could read 
a London paper. A later hour in the day 
found me in a restaurant looking for beef, 
beer and bread to repair the ravages of in- 
cessant sight-seeing. No matter how well 
I liked one of thempIeusually made ita 
point to eat the néxt' meal in a different 
place. In most of them I could not speak 
an intelligible word, but I had, by signs, 
long before learned to overcome such 
trifling linguistic. difficulties. When I 
called for my billetthe Golden Lamb, the 
head waiter did not know me; he had 
never brought me even @ cup of coffee. 
“ Appartement” was, therefore, the chief 
item of the bill, alt? ovga ‘the full charge 
for “service” was made. 


A SUNDAY sN V INNA 


is the liveliest day in tne calender. It isa 
day of recreation, and the religious services 
seem to be arranged accordingly. The 
churches are open as early as five o’clock 
in the morning. Now suppose a good 
Catholic rises with the lark, and drops into 
the nearest church, and, after dipping his 
fingers into the basin of holy water at the 
door, passes a few minutes on his knees in 
silent worship, has he not a good margin 
of time left for the concert garden, the 
theater, race track or hunting ground ? 
T do not guarantee, mind you, that all the 
people of the wicked half-Parisian city go 
to church ; but if they, do, they are ready 
betimes for the vations places of amuse- 
ment, ready to make aday of it. 

Horse cars—frequent, clean and in every 
respect admirable~bring all parts of the 
city in easy communicati.: with each other 
and with the gardens in ihe superbs ; and 
to see a Vienna Sunday as it is, we must 
take a car and fo out, say, to Hietzing. 
Every car is filled to“its utmost capacity, 
but not overcrowded, for such things are 
not permitted in the well governed cities 
of the Old World. Innumerable stages and 
hacks are going in the:same direction, and 
when we get to Schwender’s Neue Welt in 
suburban Hietzing, 8 flood of orderly well 
dressed people are pourihr ‘1. They quietly 
drop into seats aboutthe _ie tables under 
the trees. If thereig@ne v. dle, there are a 
thousand, and they are. all occupied. An 
army of waiters faitlygwarms out of the 
refreshment buildingspvery finger being 
laden with tall glasses of the national bev- 
erage—beer. ‘I'here ig really no need of 
ordering it, for the waite: assume that it 
is the wish of yourheart They may locate 
the source of the desire 9 high up; but 
whether of heart or stomach, it takes an 
incredible quantity of the amber-colored 
swashy fluid to satisfy the demand.
